COMMITTEE ON THE FUTURE OF 

THE ASSOCIATION. 

Report adopted by the B.E.A. Annua! General Meeting 

at Leamington, 30th May, 1925. 

The Committee was appointed at the Annual General 
Meeting held at Chester on the 7th June. 1924, with the 
following terms of reference “ To consider all matters 
that it may deem to have a bearing on the future of the 
Association, and to report to the Annual Meeting of 1925, 
or to an Extraordinary General Meeting to be convened 
for the purpose of receiving the Committee’s report." 

The Committee has examined many proposals placed 
before it by members of the Committee and others, and 
now begs to make an interim report as follows : 

The Committee has given very careful consideration 
to every suggestion as to the reorganisation of the move- 
mentinthiscountry, on the lines of a Commercial Company 
or otherwise, and has also considered the possibility 
of handing over some of the Association's activities to 
outside commercial undertakings, and restricting its work 
solely to propaganda and information. 

The conclusion arrived at by the Committee on this 
head is, that the present organisation otters the best basis 
for the future development of the Association, and that 
vigorous propaganda and continually increasing effort, 
such as the Association has been able to manifest during 
the last few years, will be the best means for ultimately 
consolidating our position. It is impossible to forecast 
the progress that the language may make or the diffi¬ 
culties that it may encounter in the coming years, which 
may lead the Association to modify its general policy. 

The first two suggestions considered were that, chiefly 
on grounds of economy, premises should be obtained, (a) 
in a London suburb, (b) in a provincial town. The 
Committee is of opinion that, since the Association has 
been established for so many years in Central London, it 
would be highly undesirable for a move to be made from 
there except as a last resort. Such a step would destroy 
confidence, and might cause a great setback to the move¬ 
ment in this country. 

There is still considerable uncertainty as to what will 
happen to the present offices when the lease expires at 
the end of 1925, but the Committee has ascertained that 
the whole island block, of which our offices form apart, 
will be put up for sale by auction at the end of June, as 
a whole or in sections. It may be possible to enter into 
some satisfactory arrangement with the new landlord, 


but the Association should be prepared for the 
probability of having the lease determined and being 
compelled to find other premises. 

In view of the foregoing conclusions, the Committee 
has given careful attention to the following schemes :— 

1. The taking of a shop in a central main 
thoroughfare, with offices above or nearby. 

2. The taking of a shop in a central main 
thoroughfare, with offices in the suburbs. 

3. The taking of a hall or meeting-place, with 
offices adjoining or nearby. 

4. The purchasing of a building, with a view to 
letting oft such accommodation as would not for the 
time be required by the Association. 

All these propositions have been rejected on one 
ground only, namely, that of expense Although it 
might be possible to combine with our own some other 
business such as general retail bookselling, tourist agency, 
etc., to assist in defraying the expenses of accommodation, 
the Committee feels that the risk involved on all these 
accounts is far too great and might constitute a too 
serious attack upon our Capital Account to be justifiable 
at the present juncture, although the schemes remain as 
possibilities deserving every consideration during the 
course of the next few years. 

In these circumstances the Committee feels sure that 
the best course would be to endeavour to obtain office 
accommodation somewhat similar to or more adequate 
than the present, at a figure not too much in excess of the 
current rent, namely, £163, it being perfectly clear that 
some increase will have to be faced in any event, the 
present figure having been determined prior to the war. 

The Committee has examined particulars of many such 
offices recently on the market, and has inspected some of 
these, and is of the opinion that accommodation such as 
it recommends could be obtained for about /250 to /300 
per annum. In view of the fact that actual removal is 
not necessary for 6 months, the Committee hopes that it 
may be possible to get sufficient accommodation at a 
figure nearer £200 than /300. 

The Committee recommends, that, with a view to 
securing the most expeditious and efficient procedure, the 
Annual Meeting instruct the Committee to continue its 
functions and to report fully to the Council, with recom¬ 
mendations under the head of new office accommodation, 
and/or such other heads as the Committee may think 
desirable; and that the Annual Meeting instruct the 
Council to carry into effect such recommendations as it 
may deem desirable, referring the others to a Special 
General Meeting, or to the next Annual General Meeting, 
as the Council may decide.

b. That scheme 3 be given further consideration, 
only modified so, that instead of taking a Hall 
entirely for the use of the Association, it may be 
possible to share such a Hall with some other organ¬ 
isation where one or two rooms be occupied for the 
Library and Office of the Association.” 

Mr. W. M. Page wrote stating that he could not see 
his way to sign the Interim Report, as he had not been 
able to attend any meetings of the Committee, or discuss 
various questions which he had raised.
